BLOODY BATTLE wrm THE INDIANS — 


AMERICAN VOLU.VTEI.RS UTTJHIJLY DK- 
I'KATED. — A telegraphic dispatch from St. 
Josephs, Missouri, dated Juue 1, states that 
the Pony Jiipress had just arrived from 
California, and btings intelligence of trou- 
ble with tne Indians in Carson's Valley, in 
the vicinity of the gold mines, who murder- 
ed several Americans while asleep, causing 
great excitement and the organization of 
two companies of volunteers, under the 
command of Major Ormsby, numbering 
105 men, all well mounted, who went in 
pursuit of the Indians. 
On the 12th of 


.May, they came upon the Indians at abend 
of the Quickie river, Go miles northward!. 
towards Pyramid Lake, from Virginia city. 
The Indians were iu ambush at Nairow 
Pass, through which Major Ormsby's party 
jvcre proceeding, aud numbered about five 
hundred, having plenty of fire-arm':, am- 
munition, aud five liundicd hortes within 
convenient distance. 
They opened fire up- 


on the troops from their safe-hiding place. 
Major Ormsby ordered a charge, but the 
Indians continued to skulk, firing irom be- 
hind the rocks and bushes, doing much 
damage, but suffering much in retuin. — 
This condition of things continued for two 
days, when the ammunition of Major Orms- 
by's party gave out. 
The Indians peeing 


this closed upon them, pouring in volley 
*ftcr volley, killing many on the spot. — 
The balance retreated, scattering in all di- 
rections. 
The Indians puisued them for 


•twenty-five or thirty miles, cutting off many 
detached parties. The stragglers came into 
Virginia city during the two subsequent 
days. 
The exact number of killed has not 


been ascertained, but it probably exceeds 


the bodies of foity persons, male and fe- 
male, who came to their death by violence.
